Tab].e  V shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases,  notified  during  1941?  classified  according  to  age, 
together  with  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  Hospital  and  the 
total  deaths  from  each  disease. 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  'smallpox  v/as  notified  during  the  year.  No 
primary 'vaccination  or  re-vr-iccination  v/as  performed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  _( Smallpox) 
Prevention  Regulations,  1917. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Fourteen  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
receiVed  compared  v/ith  sixteen  for  1940.  The  case-rate  was  0.65 
per  thousand  pojpulation  compared  with  1.47  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole.  One  piitient  was  allowed  to  be  home  nursed  and  the 
rem.'\ining  cases  were  all  admitted  to  isolation  hospital  for 
treatment, 

Djjilvybeip^a  Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
19^1?  giving  a case-rate  of  0.14  per  thousand  population, 
compared  v/ith  the  rate  for  jJngland  and  Wales  of  1,25.  All 
patitjnts  were  removed  to  the  Council's  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treitment.  Two  other  x^otients  were  also  admitted  to  hospital 
suspected  of  suffering;  from  Diphtheria,  but  the  diagnosis  was 
not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation . Six  hundred  and  forty  six  children 
compiet^aT  thoir  course  of  treatment  during  the  year  under  the 
Council's  scheme,  and  approximately  fifty  v/ere  treated  by  Private 
Practitioners, 


TJJB7jRCUL0SIS . 

Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  which 
camu  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the 
year  are  set  >-^ut  in  Table  VI  together  with  an  analysis  of  the 
deaths  in  the  area  from  this  disease  during  the  same  period. 

The  nev/  cases  include,  in  addition  to  those  officially  notified, 
thirteen  patients  who  came  into  the  district  from  other  areas 
in  v/hich  they  had  already  been  notified. 

The  seven  deaths  f r ;ra  tjulmonary  tuberculosis 
rexDresent  an  annual  de.ith  rate  of  0,33  por  thousand  of  the 
population.  One  death  was  caused  by  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
the  death  rate  for  this  condition  being  0,05,  The  total 
tuberculosis  death  rate  r^er  thousand  population  is  therefore  0,38. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  5'  rior  under  Section 
172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 


DISINFECTION . 

Nineteen  premises  were  disinfected,  fourteen 
after  the  occurrence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  and  five 
for  othv^r  2yarr)oses« 

In  addition  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  personal  clothing  of  52  cases  of 
scabies  and  1 case  of  ringv/orm.
